SIR, 


HOSE who have perufed a Treatife called Theologia 
Chriftiana, publifhed in 1686, by Philip Limborch, a fa- 
mous Minifter among the Arminians in Holland, will, I 
think, agree that his Book may be look’d upon as an 
Abridgment, nay alfo as a Supplement tothe Theological Inftitu- 
tions of Epi/copius and Curcellews. Dr. Frankine is of the fame 
Opinion, and therefore in this Controverfy he has thought fit to 
take the Doctrine of the Remonftrants out of this Book of Limborch, 
and to add what Epifcopius and Curcellews have written on the fame 
Subject. He then examines the Opinions of the Socsnians, and 
compares them with thofe of the Remonftrants, fhewing how far 
they agree together, and in what they differ; and confutes the 
Reafons alledged by Limborch tothe contrary. The Author ma- 
nages thefe Difputes with a great deal of Judgment and Learning, 
but his Moderation deferveth to be particularly commended. °Tis 
certain that this Vertue is a rare Thing in Books of Controverfy. 
This Book contains ten Exergifes or Difputations. The Firft ts 
about the Authority of the Holy Scriptures, and the Author in- 
quires into the neceflity of believing their Authority, and whether 
the Teftimony of the Holy Ghoft is abfolutely neceflary for fuch a 
Belief; then he brings in the Negative Opinion of Limborch, and 
fhews how he maintains the Truth and Divinity of the Holy Wri- 
Mmm tings 
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tings without that Tefimony mentioncd, and obferveth that the 
Socinians whe the fame Arguments to prove the Authority of the 
New Teftament. Our author having confuted thefe erroncous 
Doctrines, proves the Orthodox Onc, In fhewing that no Human 
Teftimonies, or Strength of Reafon,are able to give ysthe abfolute 
Faith required in this Belief » add that the Means led zed’ by Lim- 
bi¥ch fxil very fhard of the SuccefS, concluding that” noth % 
but the Cont-nts of the faid Books. with the Grace of God and the Pi 
Supernatural Concrrrenceof the Holy Ghoft, can make us abfo- ; 
lutcly fure and certain of the Divinity of the Holy Scriptures. He 
examines afterwards the Objcétions of Dr. Lixborca, and-in the firlt 
place that by which he endeavours to prove that the Holy Ghoft 
is not given buttothofe who are already Believers : but our Author 
fheweth, that if this be underltood, De omnimoda Gratie Spiritms £ 
wy Santi largitione,it is repugnant to feveral Paflages of the Scriptures, is 
as to thefe for Example, 2 Cor. iv. 13, and 1 Pet. i. 22. and that the 
Texts alledged by Limborch, fuch as the following, Joh. vii. 38. 
& xiv. 17. Adis v.32. & xv.7, 8. Gal. ui. 2. mult only be uader= 
ftood of the miraculous and fhining Gifts of the Holy Ghoft. x 
Dr. Limborch argues againft the Teftimony of the Holy Ghoft, 
becaufe his Suggeftion muft, fays he, be tried by the Scripture as 
bya Touchitone;, but Franksus denies it, and maictains:that the 
Action by which God witnelles in our Soul the Truth of ‘the Divi- 
nity of the Scriptures, is fufficient of it felf, and cannot be mifta-’ 
ken when we feelit. However this is no Argument in favour of the 
pretended Revelations of our Enthufiafts, becaufe we only fay that 
God concurs with the Doctrine of the Scriptures, and by adding a 

_ Supernatural Grace to its Strength, enlightens our Souls, and 
makes us certain of the Divinity of the Holy Writings. The third 
Exception of Dr. Limborch is, that fuppofing that Teftimony of 
the Holy Gholt, yet ic will ferve at beft to confirm only thofe who 
feclit, and no others : to: which our Author anfwers, that this is 
enough, that Grace being given to all who apply themfelves 
with an humble Mind tothe readjng and Meditation of the Holy 
Scuiptures, The Arguments infifted on by Limborch can only 
prove, that a careful Perufal of the Bible may give a Moral Cer- 
tainty of its Divinity, but our Certainty muft be Abfolute, and 
Phyfical, on this Point 5 andthiscan never be without the Tefti- 
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The Author confiders all other Controverfies between the Pro- 
teftants and Remonitrants, but only anfifts upon the moft confidet- 
able, for fear, fays he, of difpleating the Readers, who won’t be 
detained too long on Matters in Controverfy , and think ic is fuf- 
ficient to explain the greateft Difhculties, leaving the other to their 
own Examination. But as this Article of Scripture is a Funda- 
mental One, Dr. Franksws enquires whether in the Interpretation 
of the Scriptares we muit admit no others Senfe, but which we judg. 
to agree perfectly with right. Reafon? He rebukes Limborch for his 
maintaining, that Myltcries revealed by God, cannot properly be 
called Myfteries, and that they may be throughly ‘fathomed by Hu- 
mane Reafon. Laftly,He fheweth that in propounding the Dogma’s 
of the Chriftian Religion, whereof the knowledg is abfolutely 
necellary. fpr our Salvatian, ‘we mult be contented to ufe the Phrafes 
and ‘Terms of the'Scriptures 5. and no Body. is ‘bound, as Limborch 
fays, to Words and Phrafes that are not to be found in that Holy 
_ The Second Exercife Locum. de Deo vindicate» and after fome 
ferious Reflections concerning the Difficulty; of this Point, -he 
proves, ‘in aternitate Det non: dari fuctefionem intrinficam. He 
takes then under Examination all the Places of Scripture which 
{peak of the Immentity of God, and denies that this ought to be 
underftood directly of the Immenfity. of his Power and Providence, 
and not of his Divine Eflence, Limborch has denied that: God was 
by his Effence in every thing, and has avoided to give a Definition 
of the Divine Ommiprefence, becaufe of the Difficulty of the matters 
but our Author allerts the Doftrine-of the Immenfity of thé Divine 
Effence againft all Objections, and the Abfurdities fome thought 
this Doctrine is, liable to. He denies that the Free Als of the Di- 
vine Will, asthey are.in God, should really difter from the Divine 
Effence, and may be deemed Accidents. He maintains that God 
preferves his Creatures by an immediate and real Act, and afferts 
his immediate Concurrence with Second Caufes to produce their 
Actions. He difagrees alfo with thofe who believe that God the 
Father has fome Prerogative over his-Son, and the Son and the 
Father over the Holy Ghoft, on tantxsm ratione ovdints, verum etiam 
ratione dignitats & poteftatw , and argues for the neceflity of belie- 
ving the eternal Generation of the Son of God. © 
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Inthe Third Exercife the Author treats only of the Refurrection, 
and forgets nothing to anfwer the Objections of Limborch and Vol- 
keliwe, and aflert the Refurredtion of the very fame Bodies. 

The Fourth is about Original Sin, and fheweth how the Sin of 
our firft Parent is imputed to his whole Pofterity, and how they are 
guilty of the fame. ; 

The Fifth Exercife concerns the Perfon of our Saviour, wherein 
the Author fheweth how injurious to hisGlory is the Doctrine of 

Limborch, which he confirms by two Reafons. 1. He fays that 
tho Limborch does declare, expreffis verbs, that the Death of Chri 
is properly a Sacrifice, and has the Efficacy of the fame, by which 
, God has been appeafed ; and has upon that account been pleafed 
he to forgive the Sins of Men, the Caufesof his Wrath: which Do- 
ri étrine is contrary to the Tenets of the Socinians and Curcellem: 
‘ yet afterwards he agrees with them in denying that the Paflion and 

Death of Chrift has been a full and entire Satisfaction for our Sins 
to the Divine Juftice. 2. He maintains that it is injurious to Jefus 
Chrift to attribute to him adouble Worhhip, as Limborch does, viz. 
an abfolute Worfhip as God, and an inferiour one as Man. - 

| In the Sixth Exercife, the Author reproves his Antagonift for bes 

lieving that Men are ftill able of themfelves to obey God, to repent, 
and to believe in Chrift, without any Supernatural Help, provided 
the Word of God, and the Promifes of Eternal Life, be.clearly 
propofed to them. | 

The Seventh concerns Juftification, wherein he fheweth that we 
are juftified by Faith and not by Works, and then treats of two cus 
rious Queftions; the Firft concerning fuch Perfons who repent late, 
and die before they have time to amend their Lives according to 
their Refolution: And the Second is about fuch Perfons who be- 
ing grown to Years ot Difcretion, die without having any know- 

ledg of the Gofpel. 

He begins his Eighth Difputation, with the examination of the 
Doetrine of Limborch concerning Predeftination. He and the 
Socimians fay, that the Predeftination of certain Men in Genere, is 
from Eternity, but that the Election of certain Men in individno ad 
falutem in tempore fieri. Dr. Frankine confutes their Doctrine, and 
what they fay concerning the Jmmutabilicy of Election. 

He fheweth in the Ninth,three Errors of Limborch about Baptifim 
The firft concerns its Efficacy for our Regeneration, which Lim-

borch denies. The fecond is, that he does not think the Baptifm of 
Children neceflary, but looks upon the Sacrament as an indifferent 
Thing ; which however agrees very well with the Gens of Chri- 
ftian Religion, and has been long ufed inthe Church. The third 
Error is about the form of Baptifm itfelf; which Limborch thinks 
was in no manner at all prefcribed by Fefus Cbrift. Our Authorto 
clofe this Ninth part, endeavours to prove the real Prefence of the 
Body and Blood of Chrift-in the Eucharift, in the Senfeof the Lw- 
theran Church. | 

The Tenth and Laft Exercife is upon this great Queftion, viz. 
Whether the Magiltrate may lawfully infli€& Corporal Punifhments 
(not to Death ) or Fines, Banifhments, Prifon, and the like, on 
Hereticks who {pread 'Doétrines whicl: undermine the Fundamental 
Points of Chriftian Religion, whereof the Knowledg is abfolutely 
neceflary forSalvation. Limborch is for the Negative, but our 
Author is as much oppofite to him in this Point as in any other, and 
a that the Magiftrate has fucha Right, and may lawfully 
ule It. 

Dr, Frankius has:added to his Book a large Index of the princi- 
pal Matters therein contained, anda Specimen of the Controver- 
fies between the Lutheran Church and the Arminians, which he 
publithed in the Year 1673, wherein he difputes with great Learn- 
ing and Judgment againft Epi/copius, Grotins, Carcellens, and others. 





The Life of (ount Ulfeld, Great Mafter of Denmark, 
and of the Countefs Eleonora his Wife: Done out: 
of French: With a Supplement to the Account of 


Denmark formerly publifhed. London in 8° 1695. 


M ANY wonder how it comes to pafs, that Romances whiclr 
are nothing but Fabulous Stories, fhould yet find a favour- 
able Reception in the World ; but for my part I am not furprized 
atit. Men are pleafed with extraordinary Things, and tho they 
are very imperfect, they love the Ideas of Perfection, and to fee 
Generofity,.in a word, all Vertues, and Paflions chem{elves, i 
ric 
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ried as far as may be. Romances and not true Hiftory afford them: 
fuch Examples. The Hero's of Romances are the molt hoaeit. 
Nicn in the World; they have all Vertues, and never @ Vi ¢, they 
are the Champions of Juftice, the Protectors of Oppr.iied, and 
the Scourgeot Wicked and Tyrants. ’Tis pity that che Hiltory 
of their Life fhould be Fabulous. , 
If this Obfervation be true, as I think it is, this Hiftory of 
Count Ulfeld and of the Countefs El.onora his Wife, mutt needs be 
kindly received by the Publick, fince it contains fo many exteaore. 
dinary Things, that had.they not been tranfacted in our Age, we 
fhould be tempted to think they are Fables; and befides Truth 
and Solidity, the Life of thefe two Perfons affords us whatever can. 
makea Romance pleafing and entertaining. The Count and Coun- 
tcfs are two Hero’s, and the Ornamentot bothSexes. They both 
fhew fo great a Courage, that the moft cruel Crofles of Fortune 
could not fhake them; and their Mutual Love and Conftancy in 
the Misfortunes that befel them, has few, if any, Paralleis in 
Hiftory. ea 
cones Count of Ulfeld was thetenth Son of Gaunt Ulfeld Lord 
Chancellor of Denmark, theonly Family in that Kingdom, which 
in the Time of Chrifitan the Fourth washonoured with the Dignity 
of Count. This Young Cerafix being about ten Years of Age, 
was fent to Paris under the Care of a wife Governour, but he com- 
mitted there fo many youthful Frolicks, and proved fo rebellious 
towards his Gowrnour, that his Father being acquainted with it, 
and with what he had done in Denmark before, ordered that Gentle- 
manto forfake hisSon, and to allow him nothing, which he did 
accordingly. Cormfix was then about 15 Yearsof Age, and bein 
thus forfaken, was fore’d to leave Par, and apply himfelf to the 
Count cf Oldendurgh to whom he was related. He continued for 
three Years at this Court, and changed fo much his manner of Life, 
that he became a moft accomplithed Gentleman. The War break- 
ing outat this time between King Chriftian and fome Princes of 
Germany, Corntfix Ulfeld entred into the Service of the Danes, and 
under a teigned Name that he took, he got a great Reputation in 
ithe Army. The War being ended, he travell’d into France, Ger- 
many and Italy, and deliring afterwards to fee his Native Country, 
he got acquaintance with an Ambaflador who was going to the 
Court of Denmark, and put himfelf in his Retinue. He had the 
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Opportunity to fee and converfe often with Count U/feld his Fa- 
ther, who found in hint fo ready a Genius, and fo great an acquain- 
tance of the State of AHairs in Europe, that he refolved to ingage 
him into his Mafter’s Service, and declared it tothe Ambaflador, 
asking him the Name and Family of that Gentleman; the Ambaffa- 
dor told himthe fuppofed Name he went by, and that he wasa Dave, 
which was indeed all that he knew. Cormifix was acquainted with 
the Efteem his Father had for him, and was order’d the rext Day 
to waiton him, which accordingly he did; and the Chancellor 
having declared tohim what he defigned to do for his Fortune, 
prefled him fo much to tell him his Name and Family, that Cornifix 
could not refift any longer, and told him that he was that unhappy 
Son whom he had forfaken at his Governour’s Solicitation. 

How furprized and pleafed was the old Chancellor ’tis eafy to 
guefs, and the King himfelf, who had already received grvat Ser- 
vices from that young Gentleman, was very glad to have fuch a 
Subject. He continued in Chri/tzan’s Court, and got fuch Reputa- 
tion in. the Wars that Prince had with the King of Sweden, that he 
was made Lord Chamberlain, and became the King’s Favourite. 

King Chrijtian had married for his Second Wife Chriftina Monch ; 
but tho fhe was of an Antient Family, yet for certain Reafons of 
State, the Senate put a Clavfe in the Contract, that the Children 
he fhould get by that Marriage, fhould not be Princes, and fhould 
be contented with the Title of Earl of Slefwick and Holfeix, of 
which they fhould bear the Name and Arms. The Conuntefs Fle- 
oxora derived her Birth from this Marriage, and fhe was fo beauti- 
ful a Lady, that Cornifix Ulfeld and Hannibal Séefted, the two molt 
accomplifhed Gentlemen of the Court, and Rivals of Glory, fell 
paffionately in love with her. Eleonora did perccive it, but carri- 
ed her felf very equally toward them, tho Hannibal Séefted who had 
a violent and fufpicious Temper, pretended that fhe had Inclinati- 
on for Cornifix, becaufe fhe had commended a noble Action he had 
done at Gluekftat in fight of the King. 

About that time the King being difpleafed with fome Procecdings 
of the Queen, fued fora Divorce, and the Senate was afiembled 
for that purpofe. All the Courtiers forfook that Unfortunate 
Princefs,even Hannibal himfelf, who became the King’s Counfel in 
that Affair. Count U/feld was the only Man who proved faithful 
to Eleonora, and who undertook the Defence of the Queen, choo- 
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fing rather to venture the lofs of his Favour with the King, than to 
enjoy it while Eleonora was in Affiiction. The Day appointed to 
plead this Famous Caufe being come, the King repaired to the 
Senate-Houfe with all the Senators; the Queen and her Children 
likewife repaired thither, with no Body but Count U/feld to de- 
fond them. Every Body being feated, Hannibal ftood up, and 
urged the King’s Reafons with fo much Malice and Eloquence, that 
the Hearers fuppofed the Queen to be Guilty ; but when Count 
Vifeld came to anfwer him, he fhewed the Queen's Innocence with 
fo much Grace and Solidity, that the King being convinced of his 
Error, could not forbear mixing his Tears with the Queen’s, and 
comirg down trom his Throne, he embraced her, and fo ended 
that famous Divifion. The King was fo pleafed with the Genero- 
fity of Count Ulfeld, that he gave him in Marriage Eleonora his 
Daughter, and made him Conttable of the Kingdom, and after- 
wards fent him Ambailador into France and Germany. 

King Chriftian being dead, a Council made up ot Deputies of the 
States was Called to proceed tothe Election of another King; and 
tho ic was a Cuftcm emong the Danes to raife their laft King’s El- 
deft Son to the Throne, yet there was fu powerful a Cabal in the 
Council againft Prince Frederick, that Count Ulfeld, the Pretident 
of the Aflembly, had much ado to perfwade them to elect him, 
which at laft they did; the Count having told thofe who feemed 
the moft apprebenfive and diflatisficd, that he engaged himfelf by 
virtue of his Office of Great Mafter, being the Head and Protector 
of the Nobility, thet his Brother-in- Law would preferve all their 
Privileges, and redrefs their Grievances. 

Such a piece of Service deferved doubtlefs the King’s Gratitude, 
and yet it was the Source of all the Misfortunes that fince befel the 
Count and the Countefs. His Enemies perf{waded the King that 
Count Ulfeld has fomented that Faction which oppofed his Intereft, 
in order to raife himfelf tothe Throne ; nay they proceeded far- 
ther, they feduced a Woman called Dina to accufe the Count and 
the Countefs of having made Solicitations to her to poifon the 
King and Queen, and all the Royal Family. They clearcd them- 
felves from that Afperfion before the Council, and that Woman 
w.is beheaded, anda Man concerned with her banifhed for ever ; 
yet having loft the King’s Favour, and feeing by this Proceeding 
that their Ruine was refolved upon, he thought fit to retire into 
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Poland, and the Countefs refoived to follow him, notwithftanding 
al the Reaf ns he told her to p celeriac her tothe contrary. She 
pui on Man’s Apparel, aud landed with her Husband at Danrzick, 
trom whence they went to Stockholm, the Queen having alliired 


them of her Protection. 


Two Years azter the Danifh Ambailador accufed him of {veral 
great Crimes in tne Namie of his Malter; but Count CUlfeld ditco- 
vercd his Inuecence, end the Malice of his Enemies by fach convin- 
cing Proofs, thar th. ‘@ueen and Senators declared him innocent, 
and the Ambaiiacor got both ing but Shame. 

The Cou it rived nto Pomerania, from whence he wrote many 
Letters, to his Broth. r-in-Law, be.ging his kavour, and not to 
PIVC fo much Credit to his Enemies ; yet he could never receive 
any Anfwer, which vat Jaft obliged him torake Arms under Charles 
King af Sweden, whofe P rotection he had alfo taken after the 
cca s Abdication, in hopes thercby to be reftored to the Poilels 
fion of part of his Effate. King Charles made fo conliderable a 

Progrefs in a fhorttine, that he brough t his victorious Army to the 
Gates of ap ee lt was then ihat Frederick found himtelt 
much perplexed 5 and the only way he could find to fave his S:ate, 
was to let Count Ulfeld know,that in cafe he could mediate a Peace, 
he would reftore him to the Pollellion of all his Places, and Eftatcs. 
Count Ulfeld did it, and Cuaries, who had a great Eftecm for him, 
contented toa Treaty of Peace, which was figned at Rofchild; in 
which there was a particular Article importing, that Count Ulf/d 
and his FoHowers fhould have a General Pardon, which they had, 
and were reftored to their Dignitics and Eftates. 

The Memory of this laft Service lalted not very long ; the Ene- 
mies of the Count cait ew Sufpicions into the King’s Mind ; and 
this obl'ged him to beg Leave to retire upon the Eiiate he had ia 
the Province ot Schoen, hoping by this voluntary Retreat tomake 
Frederick fenfible cf the Malice of his Per fecutors. He had hardly 
been there two Months, that the Ning of Sweasn being refolved to 
renew the War with the Danes, and knowing b: Exper lence 
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without blemifhing bis Honour and Reputation. King Charles, 

who was a generous Man himfelf, was fatisiied with that Excafe; 
but the Enemies of the Count improved that Opportunity, and en- 
deavoured to perfuade his Mojefty that Count Vifeld had refufed 

the great Advantages he had offcr’d him, only becaufe he had a 
mind to caufe the new Conquelts, not fully fettled yet, to revolt, 
and thereby regain the Favour of the King of Denmark This drew 
another Storm upon the Count 3 the Governour of A/almo fecured 
him ard his Family , and upon this bare Surmife, the Country of 
Sylourz, which the King had given hima little before, was taken 
from him. However, King Charles allowed him to make his pub- 
lick Defence before the Senate of AZalmo , but being faln fick at that 
time, the Countefs Eleonora undertook to vindicate her Husband's 
Innocer.ce ; which fhe did with fo much Eloquence and Judgment, 
that the Senate declared him innocent, and fent their Sentence, to- 
gether with the Countefs’s Speech, to the King, who was then at 
Gotrenburgh. That Prince was glad of his Innocence, and immedi- 
ately ordered one of his Secretaries of State to write the Confir- 
mation, and to fend it with {peed to Afalmo, 

That Hannibal Sécfted, whom | have already mentioned, was 
then at the Court of Sweden, under pretence of a fuppofed Difcon- 
tent ; and though he had married Eleonora’s Sifter, did always pre- 
ferve a mortal Hatred againft Count U/feld his Brother-in-Law. 
This Barbarian refolved to be revenged ct him, and to compafs 
his Defign, intreated the King to put the Letters of Confirmation 
into bis hands, that he might be the firft to acquaint bis Brother 
with it. The thing was granted ,; but Afanribalinftead of per- 
forming that generous Office, writ to the Count by an Exprefs,that 
the King was fo incen{cd againft him, that he was refolved to re- 
move him into another place, and perhaps to do fomething worfe ; 
and fo that he co: jured him to make his Efcape, which he did with 
his Wife, and got to Copenbaguen, 

This Behaviour of the Count was, it feems, fufiicient to convince 
Frederic of his Brother-in-Law his Innocency; yet three days 
after the r Arrival, they were feized in their Houfe, and carried 
into the Hle of Borxbolm , where they were delivered into the 
hands of the moft cru.] Man that ever was. The barbarous Gover- 
nour, whofe name was Fok, without the leaft regard to their 


Birth, took all their Jewels and Money from them; lock’d them 
UD . 
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up ina Dungeon, in which they were hardly able to breathe, de- 
prived them of the Nourifhment he was ordered to give them ; 
and took all their Linen except that they had on, which being 
rotten in a fhort time, they were reduced toa new Torture. He 
refufed to aiiow them any Servants; and after eleven Months, be- 
ing enraged at their Patience, he parted them, and removed the 
Countefs into another Dungeon, where fhe fell fick ; and though 
fhe concluded her Death to be at hand, that Barbartan would ne- 
ver fuffer her Husband to fee her, nor a Prieft to come and admi- 
nifter her the Sacrament. That ill Ufage obliged the Count to 
think of making his Efcape; which he had compafled, had the 
Wind favoured fo juft an Enterprize, but they were retaken ; and 
that impudent Governour had fo much Boldnefs as to give the 
Count,nay even the Countefs,feveral Baftinadoes, and fetter’d them 
like Slaves. 

The King of Denmark having notice thereof, fent Count Rant. 
zaW, their capital Enemy, to fee them, and to make them fome 
Propofitions for their Liberty ; and in fhort, they were brought a- 
gain ta Copenhaguen, having figned a Reverfion or Writing, by 
which they did renounce the Propriety of all their Eftates, Plate, 
Jewels, Goods and Debts; and the Countefs in particular, re- 
nounced the Title and Arms of Countefs of Slefwick and Holftein. 
They were afterwards confined tothe Ifland of Fanen, and the 
King allowed them an Eftate of 12000 Livres for their Sub- 
fiftence. 

This Proceeding of the King of Denmark was not fo much an 
Effect of Cruelty, as of a Political Principle: He knew Count U- 
feld was beloved, and a true Patriot , and thercfore he thought ic 
was necellary to remove him off the Stage, teft he fhould have op- 
pofed his Defigns: for fome time after, hapned that famous Revo- 
Iytion which changed the Face of Denmark, and made a Defpotick 
and Hereditary Monarchy ofa Kingdom which was before Elc¢tive, 
= of which you have here a better Account than any where 
elfe. 

Count Clfeld continued all that while at Edensberg in Funen, 
no longer concerning himfelf with the Affairs of the World ; and 
in order not to leave the King the leaft Sufpicion of his preferving 
any Refentment, he begge’d his Leave to go to Spaw there to take 
the Waters : which was granted him, and accordingly departed 
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with the Countefs and his Family for the Low Countries 5 ard find- 
ing that the Air at Bruges did agree better with him than any o- 
ther, he refolved to proceed no further. He had hardly been 
there fix Months, when he was informed that Fok, that cruel Go- 
vernour of Bornholm, was come there to fee his Relations 5 but 
finding himfelf too weak to call him to an Account, he fent tor 
his eldeft Sor, who was at the Academy of Paris: Who taking 
Poll immecicteiy, came to Bruges on the very day Fes#lh was to de- 
part 5 and meeting him in his Coach, he attack’d him alone amidit 
all his Servants, and kill’d him. 

Some Months after the Countefs Eleonora came to London tn de- 
manda Sum of Money Count Ulfeldhad Icnt the King 5 but though 
fhe was kindly received by his Majelty Charles 1]. fhe was forced to 
20 back tor Dover without being paid: And being got on Board 
to contnue her Voyege tor Flanders, fhe was ferzed by a Danifh 
Captain, who carricd her to Copenhaguen, giving her only the time 
to wiie a moft tender and patlionate Letter to her Husband. 
The poor Count having received that Letter, fell into a Swoon 3; 
from which being recovered, he departed the next day for Bazil in 
Smitzerlard, where he continued tix Month weognito: But upona 
falfe Keport that fome People were in fearch of him, having put 
himfelfat night ina finall Vellel on the Ah:ae, in order to repair to 
Brifac, where he thought to be fafe, the great Cold penctra- 
ted his dying Body before he had travelled ten Leagues, and put 
an end te his larguifhing Lifein chat Boat. 

The Countets was no fooner come to Copenbaguen, but fhe was 
lock d up bi a Tower with a poor Weman to wait on her, and 
there the has remained above four and twenty Years, giving an 
Example to the World of an unparalled Courage ard Cenftancy. 
Notytihitanding that barbarous Utage, fhe has cut-liv’d her Ene- 
mies, and has been fet at liberty fince the Queen- Mother of this 
prefent King is dead. 

‘Thus ends the Hiltory of the moft Wefrious Unfortunate Per- 
lons that ever | heard of, as you will eatily grant after the read- 
me the Book out of which I havetaken this Abilract. Itis worth 
your Perulal. for It contains meny curious things which are hardly 
mict with in other Books.

A. to the fecond Difficulty, which is about the Prophecy of E- 
roch, our Author obferves that there have been Prophets before 
the Floud , and this, fays be, may be inferred from the 3d Verte 
of the 6th Chapter of Genefis, Adty Spirit (that is to fay, of the 
Prophits that preached hefore the Flood in the days of Noah ) fhall 
not always frive with Aten, We proves alfo that Adam himfelf was 
a Prophet, our of the 23dand 24th Verfes of the 2d Chiprer of 
the fame Book ; She fhall be called Woman, becaufe (he Was taken out 
of Alaa, therefore foall a Man leave bis Father and his Mother, and 
Tall cleave unto bis Wife, and they hall be one Flefh, And as to the 
Prophecy it felf, fuch as itis quoted by Fude, he fheweth that it is 
ot taken from any Book of the Scripture, nor derived from Tra- 
Giion, nor gathered per owenv oieuuaTinmy, out of fome words 
oi the Scripture wherein it was hid , and therefore he fides with o- 
ther Interprercrs, who have believed that the Subject-matter, and 
the Words of that Prophecy, are an immediate and efpecial Di- 
ctate of the Holy Ghoft. 
fis Dillertation about the Agape, or Love-Feafts of Antient 
Chriftians, contains twelve Chapters: The I. treats of their Name 
and Definition: The II. of the Origin of thofe Love-Feafts: The 
I}!. of the Irreverence of the Corinthians: The IV. of the Begin- 
ning of the Agape: The V. of their Nature and Caufes: The VI. 
of the intention and Aim of the Antients in that Inftitution: The 
VII. of the Order and Rites therein obferved, and of the Meat: 
The VIM. of their Time and Place: TheIX. of their Variety : 
The X. of thetr Corruption and Abufe: The XI. of their being 
abrogated: And the XII. of fome Footfteps or Traces of thofe 
Feaits.  Thefe are the Contents of the twelve Chapters ; but to 
give youa more large Account of the fame, I'll give you in as few 
words as poflible the Senfe of our Author upon the principal Que- 
flions. The Letters I make ufe of here, are the References to the 
Chapters according to their Order. 
Dr. Tskeman belicves (4) that the Lord’s-Supper was celebrated 
at the beginning of the Chriftianifm, and taken with ordinary 


Meals, 
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Meals, according toits Inftirotion; and that the Meals, either Din- 
ners o¢ Suppers, after which the Body of Chrift was taken, were 
noi ‘aled Agape, or Love-Feafls ; bat that Simplicity of Chrilt 
and oi the Church, having degenerated into a Contempt of the 
Sacrament, and efpecially among the Corintuians, who were much 
gi en to Excefs and Pleafure, the Lord’s-Supper (6) was then by 
Apottolical Authority, feparated trom the ordinary Meals. It was 
then (¢) that began thofe Love-Feaits, which owe thcir Birth to 
the Piety of the Faithful, who met together to thew their Grati- 
tude toward God, their Union and Concord, and their Charity to- 
wards the Poor, and to avoid the {evere Cenfures of the Apoflles 
againft fuch who lighted their Brethren becaufe of their Poverty. 
He (d) maintains that thofe Love-Feafts were never joined with 
the Participation of the Body and Blood of Chrift, and mutters up 
fourteen Arguments againft the common Opinion; and this takcs 
up near twenty Pages. 

He comes now to the Caufe and Time of their bing abrogated ; 
which (fays he) wasin the 4t Century, bocaufe (¢) of the hor- 
rid Calumnies the Heathen took occafion from thence to throw up- 
on the Chriftians, and alfa becanfe of the great Abufes thar had 
crept into thofe Feafts, and therefore they were very wifely char- 
ged into Alms. Thofe Love-Feafts continued for fome time in pri- 
vate Families ; but Charity (f/f) grew cold, and fothe Azape va- 
nifhed away, and their Name had much adoto preferve ic {elf ir 
the World. There are however, (¢) at this day, fome Footfteps 
of thofe Love-Feafts in the pureft Chriftian Churches; fuch may be 
looked upon the Cuftom fome Chriftians have to give large Alins af- 
ter Supper, and to beftow part of their Dinners to the Poor. 

The Differtation De Comimunione peregrina, contains four Chap- 
ters. The firft explains the Name of that Communion; wherein ‘tis 
faid, that the word Communion does not always fignify among the 


Antients, the Eucharilt, but alfothe Ecclefiaftical Communion of 


Saints , that is to fay, the Laws, State, Condition and Society of 
the Members of the Church. He alledges the 31/# Canon of the 
Council of Reggso, the aff and 4th of that of Agatha, (Agde in Pre- 
vence) and the 16th of that of Lerida, which make an expres 
Mention of this peregrina Communio, and then propofes nine Marks 


or Characters to help us to pafsa true Judgment upon the Nature » 
oi the fame. . It appears that it was a Cenfure or Ecclefiaftical Pu- - 
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nifhment, impofed by a Council or Bihops ; by which the Clerks, 
or Clergymen, that were guilty of Schifm, Stubbornneis, or Con- 
tempt of the Commun ion, or of Negligence of their Duty, or of 
hiieg ffoln fome things of little value, andthe like, were re- 
moved from their Dignity and Place for fome time, and their 
Names crofled out ot the Rolls of Priefts, without enjoying the 
lacome of their Livir 9s, In the fecond Chapter Our Author pron €s 
cinft Bellarmine and Pinins, thet there was a Laica Commune dit- 
ent trom the Perec ia ~— that tae C lerks were never condem- 

/ to the tinh, but to Cay pita 1] Crimes; and then they were 
ever excluded from th le sik ricithood v without any hopes to be re-

i choir Penance was thought fufficient, and their Repeniance tin- 
cis. He difput.s then ogaintt Va/ques 5 and fheweth, that that 
( wpion has not been called peregrina, or foreiyn, from the 


Anpare!. worn by the ge 4, or guilty Clergymen, as he be- 
lic-es, nor from a different W we of rec.iving the Communicn, 
wich be fuppofes ereater , nor becauie of their receiving the Sa- 
crament wich Strangers, and ick ili from Pilgrimages. He con- 
fites then Ceéletns. who has bulleved that the Communto peregrina 
was a meer civil Centure relating to the Garb and Apparel of 
fhrgvinen. He pro es inthe third Chapter, by fix Arguments, 
that veske who were pies ad Communionem pregvinam, were 
nove ier of the Participation of the Lord’s- Supper ; > and 
confures the Opinion . Bofquctus, Rixnerus and Auldcbrandus. 

Phe Author having examnh ed all the foregoing Oj inicns, tells

Cock buthers make no mention of the fame. He tells us, thac 
there 
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there are at this day in the Lutheran Church fome Footfteps of that 
Conimunio peregrina; it being ufual to deprive a Minifter who does 
not behave himfelf as he fhould, of a good Living, and confine him 
1d another of alefs Value and Dignity. 

{he Dilertation about the Oblation without Communion, be- 
wits wita the Examination of thisCafe of Confcicnce, Whether a 
Prick who adminiters the Communion, may lawfully abftain him- 
folf from receiving the fame ? Dr. Tilleman denies it.and maintains, 
phat a Prieft is obliy.ed to communicate with the Faithfu', and take 


‘the Blood and Body og Chrift. 


He endeavours to prove this inthe fecond Chapter, out of the 
inftitution of the Sacrament, and outof the Example and Com- 
mandment of Jefus Chritt, who took himfelfthe Symbols 5 dccepir, 
fays he, panem non folum in manus, fed co mods, quo als comedendum 
tradidit, & fregit, fratlione feilicer perfettiore, que gujtatssnen: & per- 
ceptionem involuit, He draws another Proof fromthe Nature of the 
Sacrament it fclf; which required that Jefus Chrift fhould fanctify 
it by his Example, and from the Cu:toms of the Jews at the eating 
of the Paffover: Butthe 29th Verfe of the 26th Chipter of St. AZat- 
thew affords hima itronger Evidences for therein it is faid, that our 
Saviour drunk the coniccrated Wine. He makes alfo fome Inferen- 
ces from the zoth Verfe of the third Chapter of the Revelation; and 
laftly, bringsin the Teltimony ofthe Fathers, and ofthe moit emi- 
nent Divincs both Papilts and Proteftants. He tells us in the third 
Chapter, how and when this Cuftom was left, and the contrary in- 
troduced: Andin the fourth, he anfwers the Objections that can be 
made againit his Opinion. Thefe are the Principals, :. That the Com- 
munion being indicrent, one may take it or abitain from itas he 
pleafes: 2. That all Perfons who are inthe Church, when the Com- 
munion is admint{tred, are not obliged to receive it as they were 
formerly: 3. That Pricfts out of refpect for the Sacrament ought 
to abftain from a too frequent Participation: 4. That they are not 
always fufficiently difpoSd to reccive the fame : 5. That it is a dif- 
ficult ching to reform the prefent Cuftom, ec. But concerning this 
Point one may fee the Book of Dr. Faes, intituled, Chriftus Incoena- 
tity Which | have ntentioned in my laft, Page 370.

Ollere nodofam nefcit Medicina Podagram, 
T fays Ovid, but if we may belicve the Ing¢eniors Author of 
this Book, Ovid was miftaken,

He propofes a particular Remedy, which he calls Hercules An- 
tipodacricis, becaufe of its peculiar Virtue for overcoming the 
Gouty Hydra but before I tell you what thit Remedy is, I 
think fit, according to my Cuftom, to give you a fhort Account of 
the Syitcm of our Author, and of his Manner of arguing, which is 
jingular enough. 

He tells us, that from the Beginning tothis Day, the Lord of 
Diftempers, and the Diftemper of Lords, Paffia Arthritica, the 
Joint-Gout, has dwelt in Dewocrirus’s Well wich occult Canfes, 
and unknown Cures; and cnumerites the feveral Names that 
have been given to the Gout, accerding to the dificrent Parts af- 
feeds, as wheninthe Shoulder, itis called Omagra, in the Back 
Rach:foora, &c, He then gives its Detinit on, and fays, that the 
Gout isa Solution of Continuity, occafiored by an eflential Salt 


augmented in the Serum, which for the moft part at certain times. 


runs out of its Channels about the Joints. Next after this, he re- 
lates the diagnoftick Sign: of a prefent or imminent Gout 5 where- 
unto he adds, that the Pulfe has nothing particular in chis Diiteme- 
per, but that fometimes a great deal may be pregnotticated con- 
cerning the Return, Duration, and geing off of the Fit, by obfer- 
ving c.ther the Exciufion of the Gravel or ‘ittke Sand that comes 
away Inthe Urine, or elfe by che Relention of the fame. 

He does: xploce :hofe Diilindions of the Gout which are taken 


from Humeurs, and firft Qualities; and rejectins the antient. 


Prognotlicks as falfe ard unneceflary, he aflerts this one thing, that 
the Gove nik burt no Body but bin who ws willing : For whoever knows 
what things to abjtain from, and does it effectually, has no need of 
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any Drugs or Medicines to cure him, which he proves by fome 
Inftances. 

Our Author examines in the next place, how Diftempers become 
hereditary , which he thik: comes to pats after the following man- 
ner: When but a little quantity of the diitempered Ferment has 
occurred in the Seed ci th. ditvef.d Father, at the time of Gene- 
ration, af the Mother who co:ceives be of a healthy Conftitution, 
then the Stamina of the Chi'd’s Body will have fuch a Firmnefs as 
to check and amend the difeafed Ferment of the Father ; which 
therefore will fhew it felt ].cer, and perhaps that Child will never 
be afflicted with thé Father’s D {temper ; whereas the fame will 
appear in nis Grand-child if fii: Stamina are weaker, and if other 
Caufes do concur. On the contrary, if a greater quantity of a 
difeafed Ferment meet with debiliores fibre Staminales, then a Child 
fo ill conftituted will foon and powerfully be afflitted with his Fa- 
ther’s Difeafe, which thereby becomes hereditary to him. 

As to the Caufes and the Manner of curing the Gout that have 
hitherto been defciibed by the Antients, and by Paracel/ss, Van- 
Belmont, Sennertws, Willis, Mayer, Sylvius, Tachenius, Sydenham, and 
others, all whom our Author calls Laboriofos Idealium terminorum 
Fabres, & verbali medicina excellentiffimos, he renounces them all, and 
tells us thus hisown Opinion. 

The Humane Body is made up of feveral parts, Bones, Mufcles, 
Arteries, Veins and Nerves ; when therefore the Body is afflicted 
with the Gout, that is a Solution of Continuity, it feems requifite to 
enquire what is the thing that caufes it; wherefore conlidering 
moi{t attentively all the Principals that conftitute the Body, wiz. 
Salt, Oil, Spirit, Water and Earth, he concludes that Salt alone is 
the proper thing to produce fuch an Effect, becaufe it is of a fharp 
and penetrating Nature, bein’ naturally armed as if it was with 
Points of Lances. He enquircs further into iis Nature, in order 
to find a fic Remedy for removing its Violence and Diforders 3 and 
fays, that this Salt is of a mid ile Conftitution, between the fixed 
and volatile: For fixed and volatile Salts cannot be faid to be the 
Caufe of the Gout fince it caiiot be proved that they are natural, 
but rather the Product of Art. But this »iddle Salt is moft aptly 
called effentia!, being like that of Plants, which is extradtcd out of 
their Juices by Cryftallifacion. ‘ 
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This Salt, fays our Author, was raifed out of the Chaos into the 


Elements, and is daily with the hclp of the Air conveyed into the 
Earth, thence into Aliments, and out of Alimcnts into our Bodies, 
and is the immediate and efiicicnt Caufe of all the Gouty Pains. 
But becaufe that Salt bas no action uniefs it be diflclved, he fays, 
that the Lympba is the Vehicle of the eficrtial Sale, which never fails 
of being wherefoever the Lymphuis found: Sta ferlicer fal ef cutiale 
micrecofmicum in Lympha fia tanguam Behemoth podagricum im profune 
do dolorum mari pinnatis aculeis furs fublinuter fuperbum luxurtare. 
From the Ufe of the Lympbz, which is to render the Chyle and 
Blood fluid, and therefore runs throvgh all parts of the Body, our 
Author concludes that the Caufe of the Gout iscvery where, ss 
well in the Liver, Lungs. Brain, Beart, C’e. as in the Hands, Knees 
and Feet. But here arifes a Queflion, Why and how it comes to 
pafs that fome Parts are more afflited with the Gout than ethers ? 
In order to folve this Dificulty, our Author proves that the Pains 
of the Gout are felt only in the nervols, membranous, and tendi- 
nous Parts, and the Pevioffia, and then gives the particular Defini- 
tion of every cneof them. Next he fhews more at large, that the 
Arterious Blood has a conftant izflvw, and flex into and through 
them; and, forafmuch as all Scparazion of Humours is performed by 
way of Filtration, they adimit of fuch parts as have a correfpon- 
dency withthem, and are fic tor Nutri:ion, the others continuing 
their motion further. Now whereas the Lympha of the Blocd cf 
Gouty Perfons, is impregnated with too much Salt, therefore it 
eafily comes to pafsthat fome Particle of this Sale {tops within the 
nervous Fibres, efpecially within a Tendon, whofe Chanrels are 
clofer than thofe of a Mufcle, and through which it finds no paf- 
fage ; whereupon the Spirits do croud to that pert, as in order to 
relieve it; but it happens the contrary, for thereby the Paflages 
are rendred clofer, infomuch that a greater quantity of that Salt is 
fopt. And befides, the Blood and other Humours do {till come 
on with vigour upon the back of thofe Salts, Cif 1 may fo fpeak) 
which receiving fuch a Reinforcement, produce thofe Effeéts that 
elfe they could never have done, notwithfancing the Sharpnef 
they have by their owa Nature, or that is occafioned in them by 
a Dittemper. From thence it may eafily happen, that one or 
wo Fiores of thi. membranous Sieve give way, and perhaps break ; 
and when it is fo, thereupon immediately enfues an Extrava- 
fation How 
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How and in what manner the Lympha is extravafed, and f{epa- 
rates it lelf from the Blood, our Author proves by feveral, both 
without and within the Hurrane Body 5 and then by the way, cx- 
p.ains the Nature of Fermentation and S«ppuration, and why 
things are kept from corrupting by Preferving, Pickling, Salting, 
and the like. ) 

Thus he tells you that the Arthritick Salt works its Elects in 
the fame manner, and explains the Symptoms of the Gout, as 
Numbnefs, Lamenefs, Formication, or Pricking that one feels in 
his Liinbs, like the Stinging of Ants, Ge. and how the Cramp 
takes away the Motion of our Members. He refolves then feveral 
Queftions concerning thar Diftemner , As for exanipic 3 From 
whence comes the Suppreflion of Urine, Sweat and Spittle ? Why 
before the Fit the Veins ftretch out, and appear {wollen ? Why 
the Tefticies of a Man who has, or is to have a Fit of the Gout, 
hang lower and lengthen? Why the Patient’s Fecling becomes fo 
extraordinary quick and fine as to be offended by Swan’s Down, if 
applied to the affected Part ? Why the Painis commonly felt at 
firit inthe Great Toe of the Left-foot ? Why the Pain removes 
from one fide to the other? From whence comes the Tumour, the 
reddifh Colour, @c. betweenthe Gravel and the Gout? Why 


and how the Gout preferves a Man from fundry Diftempers ?. 


Whence the Symptomatick Fever in the Gout ? and feveral o- 
thers that for brevity fake I muft omit. 

Our Author enquires next into the long and tedious Prefcrip- 
tions of Phylicians for the Cure of the Gout, and rejects them as 
filly and frivolous, and thinks we cought to ftudy with the greateft 
Application, how and by what means Nature has fome times cured 
a Fitof the Gout, and how it is poflible to do it. 

He relates the four Ways mentioned by Sewmertus, and others ; 
viz. (1.) The Gout is cured when the Matter is wholly diflolved 
and difperfed, fo that it leaves no Sign at all, or at leaft a very in- 
confidersble one. (2.) When moft part of the Gouty Homour is 
changed into fomething like Pas or Matter, which however is 
not a true Pws or Matter, but rather a ferous Humour which cor- 
rodes the fiehy and cutaneous Parts. (3.) When it becomes 
chalky and knotty. (4.) When the Humour removes into fome 
other part, as the Heart, the Lungs, Brain, Varices, &c. or elfe ts 
evacnated by Stool, Of thefe four Ways, he prefers the fourth ; 
an 
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and fays, that the only thing the Patient is to with, and the Phyfi- 
cian to endeavour, is to remove and difperfe the Gowt, Matter 
infemuch that there remain no Signs of it. But becauie the Na- 
ure of that Humour is fuch, that it is not always poflinle to dif- 
perfe ic after the firft manner, the Patient neds to make ufe of 
the iecond, which to promote he calls for the Ph, fician’s Alliftance, 
Thefe two Ways differ one from the other, as an infenfible Tran- 
fyiration from a forced one or fweating ; or as the Diltillition of 
a light and fubtile Liquor, from that of a more heavy and grofs 
one. ‘This Way produces the wifhed Effect ; but I think fit to 
give you the very words of the Author : Fam, fays he, ft quis én 
Podagra fatia morbifica leviva per infenfslem tran{pirationem, & falta 
fravicra uno coden.que tempore, cito, tuto & sucunde poffit expellere, ile 
aibz Galling filtus Dus hontnbufque plaudentibus Lymphaticum egrum 
tranfmififfe, Arthriticis Angee ftabulum purgalfe, [[thmum Articulorum 
perfodife, clavamq, Herculs podagrico extorjiffe jure praclamari dcbet. 
Our Author in the next place makes a fhort Difcourfe to prove, 
that it is not pollible to make a total Deltruction of chat Salt, and 
comes to the Caufe of the Gout; which doesconfilt in the exceffive 
Quantity of the Salt, and not in the Change or Alteration of its 
Quality. To proceed to a Cure, our Author explodes afl Medi- 
cines of the Antients, which they have called Preparatives and 
general Medicines, which they ufed before Topicks and Specificks, 
as Bleeding, Clyfters, Cupping, @c. and theretore order: immedi- 
ately and boldly to apply his Topick; which accordi:g to his 
Defcription, muit be capable of cperating three manner of ways: 
Ct.) It muit bend its Courfe directly towards the affected Part, 
‘ithout {topping any where by the way. (2.) It mutt mix it felf 
with the diltempered Humour, and with none other. /3.) When 
ic has nixed it felt with the peccant Humour, it mut be capable 
of carrying the fame along with it f2lf, and muft actually, fenfi- 
bly, and infull:bly throw it cut of the Part, fo that fuch Perfons as 
are with the Patient be Eye-witnefies of its Effects. A Phyfician 
who is provided wiih fuch at emedy, may, fays he, attack the 
Gout at any time, and render that terrible Diftemper Columba 
man [uetior en, & mattata hofita leniorem 5 and tells us, that fuch a 
Medicine will for the moft part effect a Cure in half an Hour’s time, 
or in three quarters at fartheft, 


That there is fuch a Specifick, and fo qualified a Remedy againft 
the 
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the Gout, our Author proves, as he thinks, beyond any Contra- 
diction ; and then by the way treats of Remedies elelfsve operants- 
bus, of the Cure of the Gout by a Milk-diet, ani of the looth- 
ach. He propofes afterwards two Conditions that ought to be 
in the Remedy which is externally ufed to dillolve the Gouty 
Nodes; and at laft he defcribes both the external and internal 
Medicines. I-hopeit will be accepiable to the Reader to fet down 
here the whole Procefs of the fame, which any one may examine 
at his leafure. I think fitalfoto keepto the Author’s own words, 
left my Yraitlation fhould difparage the Original.

F all the publick Marks of Favour the Elector of Brandenburgh 

has beftowed onthe French Proteftants, none, I think, de- 

ferve more their Gratitude than the publick School his Electoral 
Highnefs founded at Berlin, about five or fix Years ago, for the 
Inttruction of their Youth inthe Greek and Latin Tongues: But 
the Generofity of that Prince hath gone further, for he has found- 
ed an Academy at Hal, where they may learn all Sciences, and has 
fettled upon it a confiderable Revenue for the Maintenance of the 
Profeflors. The Learned and Iuftrious Spanbeim fays, that none 
but able Men fhould be admitted into thofe Places, and Dr. Sperletre 
was by his Recommendation chofen Profeflorin Philofophy. The 
firft care of our Author was to reduce Philofophy into a Method fit 
for the Capacities of his Scholars, and having obferved that in many 
Univerfities the Opinions of Modern Philofophers on feveral Points, 
are with much Juitice more kindly and geseraliy entertained than 
thofe of the Antients, hehas not fcrup!ed to follow them. How- 
ever he has not thought fit to forfake the Method hitherto ufed in 
the Schools, as have done the Cariefians and Gaffendiffs : For fays 
he, a Philofopher ought not to '- 1 Stranger to the Doctrine of 
others, nor to the Terms they make uieof, and befides, the Scho- 
laftick Method is of a great ule, for one may tec every Subject di- 
{tributed into Queftions, which hive each of them their Proofs, 


and the Solution of all tue Objections that can be made againft 
them. 
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Heobferveth this Method through all the Parts of Philcfophy, 
and without adhering to the Senfe of one fingle Author, he takes 
what he finds belt in the Writings of the great Philofophers that 
have been before him, Claubergims, Antony Le Grand, and Fob. 
Buprijt di Hamel , cenfuring however this latt for his having mifre- 
prefented in fev ral places the Opinions of the Immortal De/cartes, 
and againtt his Confcience alfect.d to confute them: But thofe who 
know the various Fortune Defcartes his Philofophy has undergone 
in France, may ealily guefsatthe Reafon Da Hamel had todo fo. 

Upon every Queftion Dr. Sperlerte tells you not only his own 
Opinion, but alfo what the Antient and Modern Philofophers have 
thought on the fame, always obferving a great Candor and Since- 
rity in quoting the Authors 5 and as to Avsffotle’s meaning he takes 
it efpecially from his Commentators of Cesmbra in Portugal. The 
Author defigning to publifh all the Parts of Philofophy, it will feem 
{trange that he has put out firft of all his Phyficks, which ufe to be 
the laft in others ; but he has done fo, as he tells us, becaufe the Ob- 
ject of this Part is of a larger extent than others, and alfo becaufe 
‘tis in Phyticks efpecially that Modern Philofophers have made the 
greater Progrefs. Tho he doth not follow them in every Point, yet 
he has intituled his Book Phy/ica nova, becaufe he forfakes more fre- 
quently the Opinions of the Antients. 

The whole is divided into four Parts ; whereof the firft, which 
may becalled 4 general Phyficks, contains three Difputations. The 
fir{t is about the Principles of Natural Things and the Elements s 
wherein one may fee the Doctrine of Old and Modern Philofophers, 


and a Confutation of the Principles of Thales, Anaximenes, Epicurus, 


Pythagoras, of the Peripateticks and Chymifts. The Author having 
demonftrated the Exiftcnce of Bodies, owns but two Principles of 
natural Bodie, that is ALarer and Form. The fecond Difputation 
is about Matter, the firfl Principles wherein its proper Exiftence is 
proved againft the 7 homifts, and that its Nature or Elfence confifts in 
a true, real, and interval Extenfion, and not in an external and apei- 
tudinal onc, as fone wil hive it. He aflerts the Divifibility of 
Matter #7 infinitum, againitt all Objections , and treats very learnede 
ly of the Compofition of Matter, of the D: {tinction and Union 
ofits Parts, of the Penetration, Rarefacti n, Condenfation and Mo- 
tion of Matter, of Reflection and Refraction, and of the Dura- 
tion of Material Things. He treats allo de Loco materia. & de vacuo. 
The third Difpatation is an Explanation of the fecond Principle 
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of Natural Bodies, vs. eflential Form ; ; which, fays our apes 
is fothing elfe than the various Difpo' tion of the Parts of Matte 
He treats of the Forms of timple Bodies or Elements, and of fen fil yle 
things 5 and fheweth, that Forms in the OLjccts arc very dillcrent 
from what wep.rceive. The latter part of tlits third Dilpur ation 
concerns the Forms of hard and liquid Bodie: 5 and then treats of 
Cold and Hear, of | afte, Smelling, Scund, Light and Colours. 

The Author divides his 2@ Part into three 1 ifputations alio, The 
firf treates of the World, its Pertection, Meguitude and Producti- 
on, and contains the various Syftems of Antient and Modern Philo- 
fophers concerning the Diipotiticn of its Parts. The {ccond explains 
the Ariitici: Spb ure, or the Pritciples and Elements 9! G.c graphy 5 
aid treats of the Varicty of Days and Climates, end ot the in habi- 
tint, of the World The third Difputation is about the Natiite, Mo- 
party nd Number of the Heavens; the Sun and fixcd Stars, the Pa- 

ts. Comet, Ge. Ke treat: alfo of their Influence. of the Ebbiig 
ae Flowing o: the Sea, and of Gravity and Levity of Bodies. 

The 34 Part contains but two Difputations, whereof the firft is 
wholly taken up with an Explanation cf the Meteors of our terra- 
queous Globe. The Author difcourfes on the Nature of the Earth,the 
dubierrarcous Waters. the Original of Fount.ins, on Salts, Metals 
and Mineral. ; and more largely on the Load{ftone, and fubterrane- 
ous Fire, of which he explains the Produdtion and Confervation. He 
treats alfo of one of its moft admirable Effects, viz. Glafs. The fe- 
cond Difjutation explain. the Metcors that appear in the Air, as 
Vapours, Exhalattons, W inds,Cloud:,Fcgs,Milis,Rain, Dew, Thun- 
der, Lightning, Storms, fair Weather ; Manna, Honey and Sugar. 

The 4th and laft Part of this Treatife, conceris the animated Bo- 
dics, véz.the Beings that have Senfe and Life; in which our Author 
difcovers an extraordinary Care and Diligence. It is di. ided into 
three Difputations: The firit comprehends an exact Anatomy of 
the Humane Body, the Digeftion of the Food, the Mutation of the 
Chyleinto Blood, the Circulation of the fame, and the principal 
Motions of our Bodies, which heir‘ers from their Mechanifm. He 
explains alfo,how the Soul and the Body are united togethers what 
are the Powers of tne Soul, and thelr Diitinction and Livition ; 
what is the inward and cutward Senlces the Cautes and Effects of 
Paffions ; and in what conlift Imagination, Memory and Remem- 
brance. The {ccond Difputation treats of the Soul of Beails, and 
explains mechanically their moft furprifing Operations.

The Auther of the Sermons 
bs Vi has too much reftrained the Liberty of Prayer: for upon presence 





that Prayers ex tempore, as be calls them, are for tne moit part rough 

and incchcrent, he will hardly allow a Mian to pray without a Book. 

‘Tis in defence of a larger Liberty that this Book I is been written 4 

and asthe greateft Corfolation of aChr ittan in tats \Yovid les in 
the Liberty of addreiling himfelf tothe Throne of Grace, it was 
my! but fic that fome able Pen fhould uadert ise to vindicace that glori- 
ous Privilege, and prove that every Man is free to ufe fuch Expref- 
fions as he thinks beft, v ‘thout being tis’ to \WWords and Furms. 
framed by others. As our Autior isa Mea..+.¢ of the Church ot Eng- 
land, and a reafonable Min, Le coes not defign to difparage the 
Form of Common. Prayers ufed in our Church : He ts altogether for 
it, and brings ia many Argumerts to thew that Publick Service re- 
quires a Set-form 5 and thi: indecd hs been the Senfe of the greateft 
part of Mankind. Neither does he intend to propagate our fatal 
Divitions but let us hear what he {ays himfelf in the beginning of 
his Preface: * The Difign of this litthe Traét is not to make or wi- 
“den any Breaches, but rather to contribute fome E..deavours to- 
* wards the healing of thofe Wounds, which angry Men delight ftill to : 
“vex and torture. Nor would | expofe Prayer as cheap and con- fh 
ter ptible to any ; but make it eafy and familiar to all, that fuch as : 
have but little Lift to it, or Kindnefs for it. may fee what need 
there is of it, and be quickened toit: And that others who have 
more Ir clination this way, but find many Rubs and Perplexitiesly- 
ing before them, may fee the Paflage cleared, and perceive that there 
are no fuch Difficulties in it, but what ordinary Men who mean 
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well, may eafily deal with, and fo be encouraged to proceed, and 
not drag onheavily, but find the Duty a Delight, and ferve the 
Lord with Gladnefs. “Fhusmuch for the Defign of this Treatife. 
Icomz2 now tothe Contents. It is divided intotwo Parts, where- 
of the firit pleads for and aflerts the Liberty of Prayer, and the fe- 
cond guards it from Licentiou{nefs. He premifes an Introduction 
pleading for Prayer in general, wherein he fheweth the Commands, 
Invitations, and Motives we have for it, and concind s, that itis 
not the Liberty to pray, or not to pray, that is to be diicourfed of, 
but the Pewuiffion that every one has to frequent the Throne of 
Grace , the Bo‘dnefs to ask, feck and knock at Heaven’s Gates 
and chiefly the Freedom of Addrefs any where, at any time, or 
in any becoming manner, though it be not at the Church, nor 
within canonical Hours, nor juft in this or that Mode and Form. 
We are bound to it, and yet we muft make of our Prayers a Free- 
Wil.Offering = for if it be a forc’d-put, it is not Religion ;.and Men 
muft not be drazg’d to God’s Altar, like Beafts, nor be threat- 
ned with Happinets, nor forcd into Heaven, there muft be no 
other Compulion than the Charms of Perfwafion. 

This firtt Parc contains fix Chapters, whereof the firft concerns 
the L'berty of Praving as tothe Matter of Prayer, and the fecond 
the Liberty of Praying astothe Manner. I fhall not trouble you 
with an account of his Arzuments, and I think it will be fufficient 
to mention the Heads of the Sections. This fecond Chapter con- 
tains ei:ht of chem. The (1.) treats of the Freedom and Bold- 
nefs of Addrefs : The(2.)of the Liberty of ufing the Voice or not : 
The (3.) of the Liberty of ufing long Prayers or fhort : The /4.) oi 
ufing plain Words or elegant: The(5.) of uling this Pofture or 
that: The (6.) of ufing aFormor none: The (7.) of ufing one 
Form or another: And the (8.) of the Liberty of varying our 
Prayers as tothe Parts and Words. 

I fhill only make a Remark touching the 6h Section, concer- 
ning the Liberty of ufing a Form or none, becaufe this is the main 
aim of this Treatife. Our Author thinks that the contending Par- 
ties, I mean fuch as will allow of no Formsof Prayer at all, and 
fuch as p'cad for Forms alone, areboth miftaken, running into two 
Extreams. The firft reje&t all Forms onty becaufe of thcir being: 
Forms ; they mult by the fame Reafon reject alfo the Lord’: Prayers, 
that Breviary of the Gofp:l, as Tertubian callsit, which few a: of 
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Chriftians, ifany, hive been fo wi'd as todo; and they muft hhew 
firft of all that Praying by Form, cannot be a Supplication in the Spi- 
rit. Phe Fermalijts aren lefs miftaken, for before they condemn 
any other way of Praying than by Forms, they ought to produce a 
Jus Divinum for their Forms, and thew that God will not accept of 
any other Prayers but fuch. Yas in vain to fay that other Prayers 
are liable to many Noufenfical Expreffions, vain Repetitions, and 
other nconveniencies 5 Cus is not a faffidient ground to draw 
a Gen-ral Conciufion og init Prayers without Form, and it does 
not follow that ail who pray wituout a Book are guiltype Nonjenfe 
and Repetition. In thort, if wecan {peak to Princes-aad other 
Men ex tempore without Nonfenicol and Ridiculous Expre'lions, [ 
dowt know why it is imp ‘able to {peak toGod without Barbarifis 
and Jargon. But beiides, to pray isa great deal more than faying 
of Praycrs, Words are but the Carca/s of Orifons, the Soul aad 
Spirit lic within, and the Searcher of Hearts reyards not fo much 
how Prayer is drelt, as from what Heart it proceeds, and how ear- 
neftand devout itis. Every one is free in this Cafes and if] ind 
that a Set Form or Prayer does not fo mach inda se my ArfeAions 
and Devotion, as a Prayer of my own, why thould not} {peak 
outof theabundanceo; my Heart? Phe Author heretakes nocice 
of a Miftake which is very common, and may %e very dangerous, 
?Tis certain that Men p-neraly {peaking frame to chemfelves an 
! vot God, very like what they are them{LIve 3 andi chey are

prevalied upon by fine Expreilions and flitter'ng Addreiles, they. 
iincy that Godisthe fame; and if they can deliv-r their Prayers 
ii fine Words, they believe God cannot deny them whit they de- 
mand, though their Hearts be very far from him. Bur alas! what 
a finall thing is this in the Uitecm of God, who values and judges 
Men by fomey hitelfe? And how wretched would thof elaborate 
Expreflions appear if fevercly criticifed upon by Infinite Perfecti- 
on? Let thofe that are guilty of tits dangerous M ftike, confider 
how unreafonabie it would be, that a mouthful of frail Breath 
(though modulated with never fuach Art and Advantage) fhould 
be the Motive of God's Mercy and Man’s Salvation ? .

The third Chapter concerns the Liberty of Praying, as to the 
Time, and contains four Sections. The 1/ treats of the Liberty 
to pray atanytime. The 2d of Praying without cealing. The 
3d of chuling the beft times for Prayers: And the sth of the Li- 
berty of praying in time of Trouble. 

The Liberty for the Place of Prayer takes up the IVb Chapter ; 
and the Liberty of Prayer, as to the Perfons praying, is the Sub- 
jet-Matter of the Veh, which is divided into two Sections. The 
1ftconcerns the Liberty that all forts have to pray; and the fe- 
cond inquires what Liberty Sinners have to make their Prayers. 

The VIeh and laft Chapter treats of the Liberty of Prayer, as 
to the Perfons prayed for, and contains two Sections ; the firft 
concerning the Liberty of prasing for all, and the fecond of thie 
Liberty of praying for wicked Men. 

The Author clofes this firit part by juftifying the Liberty plead- 
ed for, and difcovers through the whole Book a great Judginent 
and Learning, and which is to be more valued ftill, a great Mode- 
ration and pious Intention to make up our fatal Breaches. 

Having thus told usin the firft Part how far the Liberty of Pray- 
er may go, hetells us inthe fecond where it muft ftop, and gono 
further, and this he calls to guard Prayer from Licentioufnefs. 
It is divided into 8 Chapters, whercof the firft contains 4 Sedti- 
ons. The if treats of the Licentioufnefs not to pray at all. The 
2d of fuch as with-hold Prayer out of Perverfenefs. The 34 of 
defpifing Prayer out of Profanenefs: And the qth of neglecting 
Prayer out of Lazinefs. As this laft Vice is very common, our 
Author infifts more particularly upon its Unreafonablenefs ; and 
concludes, that fecing not only the Command of God, but alfo 
the Neceflity of our own Cafe, and the Senfe of our Miferics, put 
us upon Prayer; and that there is fo much Good to be got by it, 
and no hazard to run, we muft be the worft Enemies to our felves 
when we neglect it. They arelike, fays he, to be banifh’d for 
ever from God in the next World, who fo little ufe or mind to 
feek his Face, or come near him in this.

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The 2d Chapter is about the LicentioufnefS of not praying in 
the Places meet for Prayer, and contains three Secti> s. The 1 
treats of not praying atthe Church: The 2d of not pray: g inthe 
Family : And the 3dof not prayingin fecret. This fecond fore 
of Licentioufnefs is very common among thofe whocal! themi{c!ves 
Chriftians, but more efpecially in our Country (let it be ipoken 


to our eternal Shame) than inanyother. We fee many Pecple 


at Church who pretend to great Devotion, and indeed one would 
think ic fo by their humble Pofture, and their relizwous Z-al and 
Attention ; and yetthe fame Perfonsnever offer to God in their 
Families the Morning and Evening-Sacrifices. Certainly this is a 
ftrange fort of Religion, and they muft lie either under a g'eat 
Error and Milftake, or be guilty of the higheft Hypocrify 5 for et- 
ther they mutft believe that the Church i notenl the Honfe of 
Prayer, but its Prifon alf>, ind that it is conned within thofe 
Walls, orelfe they are mere tlypocrites, who have not the Lord 
before their Eyes, and lefs in their Hearts, and come to Church 
only with a Delign to impofe up: n People, and dcc.ive them. A 
prayerlefs Family, fays our Author, is no better than a Beaft- 
Houfe, and indeed a Den of Thieves too, where God 13:1 0° bed of 
his Tribute, and all their souls of the Benefit. O what Matters 
of Families are they, and how unworthy of that Name ai 2. 4. 
who will provide no better for thofe of their own Houfe tx: 


juftie out of doors him that has moftto do there? fojhua ws of 


another mind; /, fayshe, and my Houfe will ferve the Lord. The 
late Lord Archbifhop of Canterbury, whofe Memory will ever be 
precious among good Chrillians, declares thus his Opini n on 
this Point, in bis Sermon of Family. Religion, Where the Wor(h:.p of 
God by daily Prayers, every Morning and Evening, u negletted, I 
don’t fee how fuch a Family can in veafin be cfteemed a F amily of Chri- 
fitans, or indeed to bave any Religion at all. 

The 34 Chapter treats of Licenrioufnefs as to the time of Prayer; 
and the 4th of the licentious askingunft things. Thislaft Ar- 
‘ticle deferves, I am fure, a guard as much ° any ocher; for there are 
few People that pray firft of ail for fpirituai dleflings, as they ought 
todo, and too many who fay, Grve us thi: day our daily bread, be- 
fore they fay, hallowed be thy Name, or thyWill be done. Thefe 
are ftill the moft reafonabie, for fome do downright ask to con- 
frune on ther Lufts ; and others worfe ftill, do beg of the Almighty 
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to confound or damn then:felves or others. This abominable Pra.er 
puts me in mind of a Practice that is common enough at Venice, 
where one gives Money to Priefts to fing Mafles, that God be 
pleafed to mollify the Heart of a Maid whom he cannot corrupt. 

The 5t Chapter concerns the Licentioufnefs, as to the Obj & 
of Prayer: and the 6+, the Licentiouf{nefsin its Manner. This 
laft contains four Sections: The 1/? treats of the Licentioufnefs 
of taking no Careof the Heart. The 2d of taking no Care of the 
Words. The 34 of taking no Care of the Behaviour in Prayer: 
And the 4b of praying without taking Care of our Living. 

There are fome Men whofe Religion is ail upon their Kees, 
without ever looking to their Steps: They may fometimes feem 
devout in their Prayers, who yet are moft profligate in their Lives, 
and ufe their Offices only as a Cloak for their Sins, and to com- 
pound with the Divine Juftice for going on ftill in their Tref- 
pafles. But fuch as are fo rotten and corrupt at Heart, and quite 
Out inthe very Drift and Texour of their Life, muft not think to 
put off the Holy Yealous God with a parcel of good Words, demure 
Looks, and fine Poftures. He will fcorn all the Prayers of fuch 
as caft off his Fear, and difregard his holy Word. They that truft 
in the Lord, and dono Good, but prefume that Chrift will fave 
them againft his own Gofpcl, are a fort of Worfhippers that are 
like to find as little Succefs in their Praying, as God finds Integrity 
and Piety in their Walking. Thefe Men take upon them to pray 
the Lord to have Mercy upon them for taking bis Name in vain, and 
to incline their Hearts to keep that Law, and yet are fo far from 
minding what they fay, that prefently after, in their accuftomed 
manner, they fall foul upon him, and make nothing of it, to play 
with that tremendous Nameas their Bable. The Oblations of fuch: 
Men are vain, and their Incenfe is but Abomination. 

The 74 Chapter treats of the Licentioufnefs concerning the 
Succefs of Prayer ; and the 8th of the Licentioufnefs in flying out 
againft our Fellow-Worfhippers, which Vice is fo very common. 
Some are all for Common Prayer, and fome for none but conceived. 


_ Prayers, and they cannot forbear bitterly to teafe and perfecute 


one another, as if it were worfe than o Prayer, if not exact after 
fucha manner. The Author concludes with a Call to Moderation 
and Devotion, and it were to be wifhed that Men fhould be better: 
dif{pofed than they are, to follow his good Advices. 
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
